who wants to get elected Sunday 
to Japan's 486-member House of 
Representatives must success- 
fully weave through a maze of 
do's and don'ts that may be the 
strictest in the world. 


So complex are the election 


laws — first passed In 1950 and 
revised several times - that the 
government has published a 200- 
page condensation In book form 
at 300 yen — 83 cents — a copy. 


Campaign automobiles that so* 


licit votes through loudspeakers 
are limited to one per candidate, 
U g candidate wants to use a 
boat instead of a car, that's aU 
right — but only one boat, 


Vote-soliciting by cars must be 


limited, Policy utterances tre 
banned, except when the car 
stops, 


A candidate is allowed 60 
speeches for the official three, 
week campaign, 


No handbills may be dis- 


tributed, 


A candidate can use television 


but is limited to a brief flash of 
his picture on the screes during 
which a station announcer pre» 
gents his personal history.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee has promised to help 
all he can in Alabama's fight 
against a threatened cutoff of 
federal welfare funds. 


"I think you have made a 


strong case on behalf of Ala- 
bama," Sen. Russell B. Long, 
D-La., told former Gov. George 
C. 
Wallace Wednesday after 


Wallace testified before Long's 
committee, 


Wallace said the cutoff order 


by Secretary of Welfare John 
W. Gardner is illegal and "just 
the beginning" of an arbitrary 
grab for power. Gardner has 
ruled that Alabama will get no 
federal funds after Feb. 28 for 
Its public assistance and child 
welfare 
programs unless it 


gives assurance in writing that 
the programs are being admin* 
jstered without racial discrim- 
ination. 


Wallace appeared before the 


finance Committee as a special 
assistant to the present gover- 
nor, his wife Lurleen.

But sometimes there seems to

chairman of the Senate's For* 
oigti Relations Committee, has 
oeen 
President 
Johnson's 


steadiest critic on foreign af» 
fairs, He flailed Johnson for his 
handling of the crisis in the Do* 
minican Republic. 


He has never let up on John* 


son's handling of the war in 
Vietnam. Now he has put his 
ideas together in a just-pub- 
lished book, "The Arrogance of 
Power." It's an enlarged ver- 
sion of his lectures at Johns 
Hopkins 
School 
of 
Advanced 


International Studies last year. 


But Fulbright as a critic has 


been sometimes vague and, to 
this writer, unrealistic. This 
shows up in his book, too. 


As an example of some of his 


past unrealism: 
More than a 


year ago the Red Chinese out- 
lined a plan for the conquest of 
the world by communism: revo- 
lutionaries 
in underdeveloped 


countries could be used to encir- 
cle and defeat capitalist nations. 


Nevertheless, 
Fulbright sug- 


gested trying to make a deal 
with Red China under which 
this country would withdraw its 
forces from Southeast Asia if 
the Chinese 
would let 
their 


neighbors alone. 


The trouble with this is that 


the Chinese, while proclaiming 
innocence, could help in a con- 
cealed way the Communists in a 
backward country, particularly 
one bordering Red China, to 
take it over. And so on, step by 
step. 


Now in his book Fulbright out- 


lines a plan for restoring peace 
in Vietnam although, if you fol- 
low him to the end, it's a plan 
which could 
wind up solving 


nothing and leave the United 
States completely baffled. 


Boiled down, this is his idea: 
The United States, South Viet- 


nam, the Viet Cong and Com- 
munist North Vietnam should 
try to work out peace. The 
American side would first seek 
a cease-fire and stop the bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam. 


In this arrangement Fulbright 


seems to put the Viet Cong on 
the same plane of power with 
North 
Vietnam, although 
the 


Johnson administration consid- 
ers 
North Vietnam the main 


adversary. 


And, 
Fulbright suggests, the 


United States should pledge to 
remove its forces from South 
Vietnam. That is what Johnson 
did at the Manila Conference 
last fall, provided peace was 
restored. 


Then there should be an Inter- 


national 
conference 
— which 


would have to include Red Chi- 
na — to guarantee an agree- 
ment on self-determination for 
the Vietnamese, plus a plan for 
a referendum and reunification 
of North and South Vietnam. 


The 
Viet Cong, of course, 


would have to be part of any 
government in South Vietnam. 
They could hardly agree to any 
peace plan as Fulbright's that 
didn't include them. But, once 
they were part of such a gov- 
ernment, how long would their 
opposition last? 


The same International con- 


ference should try to work out 
arrangements 
for neutralizing 


all Southeast 
Asia. Would the 


Red Chinese agree to that? If 
they did, 
how much meaning 


would it have, in view of their 
program 
to 
communize 
the 


world? 


Finally, if no peace agree- 


ment is reached, according to 
Fulbright, 
the 
United 
States 


should consolidate its forces in 
certain fortified areas, or en- 
claves. But that would leave the 
Viet Cong free to roam the rest 
of the country.

DeGaulle Is 
Shutting Gate 
on British

PARIS 
(AP) - 
President 


Charles de Gaulle is shutting 
the gates of the European Com- 
mon 
Market on Britain again 


for an indefinite time to come. 


This seems the only conclu- 


sion to draw from his treatment 
of Prime Minister Harold Wil- 
son's mission arguing the case 
for British entry. 


Wilson flies home tonight with 


no more than an undertaking 
from 
De 
Gaulle 
to consult 


France's five Common Market 
partners but not before April, a 
month after the French parlia- 
mentary elections. 


The 
encounter 
between the 


French and British leaders has 
been, behind the formalities, a 
battle for the high ground of 
European politics. 


A French-led Europe would 


tend to look inward, toward the 
Ural Mountains on the east. It 
probably would resist the cap- 
ture of industry after industry 
by the Americans. 


A British-led Europe almost 


certainly would gaze across the 
western and southern oceans, 


seeing the world as one, cher- 
ishing its links with the New 
World. 


The British are fairly sure 


they can count on the other five 
nations of the Common Market 
— 
West Germany, 
Italy, 
the 


Netherlands, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg — to back any formal 
application 
they make 
to join 


their thriving customs union. 


But the French hold a trump 


in the reality that the Common 
Market is a going concern in 
which all members are pros- 
pering and anxious to preserve 
that prosperity, while Britain is 
decidedly not prospering. 


As usual, De Gaulle played 


the perfect 
host. He received 


Wilson 
and foreign 
Secretary- 


George Brown graciously at the 
Elysee Palace Tuesday, invited 
Wilson to talk first and listened 
courteously while Wilson made 
Britain's case for a European 
destiny. 


Then the frost began to de- 


scend. 


De Gaulle declined to com- 


ment on the broad themes made 
by 
Wilson. 
He asked a 
feu- 


pointed questions, then set the 
issue aside for three months, 
until leaders of the C o m m o n 
Market states hold a summit 
meeting in Rome. 


Wilson characteristically took 


the 
issues 
to 
the people of 


France and of Europe over the 
head of the French government. 
•Addressing the Council of Eu- 
rope in Strasbourg Monday, he 
said if his bid to enter the Com- 
mon 
Market fails, 
"the 
fault 


will not lie at Britain's door." It 
was a challenge to De Gaulle to 
say no as he did tour years ago.

ground. In a unique engineering 
scheme, six French hydraulic 
jacks have been installed below 


it to keep the structure level. 


"They can lift 3,000 tons. I f , 


the tower starts to tilt, we push 
a button and it straightens it- 
self," says Eric Greip of Perth, 
Scotland, the construction man- 
ager. 


"For the Pisa tower, it might 


be possible to inject chemicals' 
into the ground to solidify the 
earth, then build a concrete raft 
underneath and mount the jacks," 
Oreig said. 


The Scottish engineer said 


there was another unique aspect 
to the Shueib project - it is be- 
ing built so deep in the Jordan 
Valley that it is below sea level. 


"Building below sea level is 


the same as building anywhere 
else," said 
Greig, "but the 


atmospheric pressure is so high 
down here that the machines and 
equipment work much better than 
on a normal job."
